How THE SCHEMB WAS WORKED. 

In 2875 Jay Gould secured control of the 
road, and immediately began paying un- 
earned dividends upon illégally issued stock, 

mounting to $27,000,000. Every dollar’s 
worth ofthis stock was issued in direct vio- 
lation of the statements governing the road, 
and the entire issue was put out forthe pur- 
pose of enabling the stockbolders to pocket 
what really belonged tothe Government. In 
1831, Gould, Dillon, Ames, Atkins, Sage and 
others, all of whom were stockholders in the 
Kansas Pacific and Denver Pacific roads, 
offered the Unton Pacific $14,000,009 worth 
of stéck in the two branch roads, which had 
cost them about $1,120,000. As all these men 
were also directors of the Union Pacific road 
they Had little dimculty in passing a resolu- 
tion to close the bargain, and go another 
$14,000,000 of the Government’s mofey slipped 
_ into the pockets of the speculators. 
ea: ieturesque feature of this transaction 
Was tiie fact that Sidney Dillon was at this 
time President of both the Kausas Pacific 
¥ ana Union Pacific roads, and with his col- 
‘Jeagues voted this enormous sum of money 
into his owa and their pockets. 

Jay Gould’s operations in guaranteeing the 
Donds of other roads built to run in connec- 
tion with the Unian Pacific are matters of 

| history. The Oregon Short Line is probably 
the most notable example in point, It was 
_. @onstructed largely. by stockholders of the 
Union Pacific, and the latter road was then 
made to guarantee the interest on $15,000,000 
ofits ponds, though only $1,390,000 of the 
- whole amount Delonged to the Union Pacific, 
tus balance being held by individual direct. 
ors. The Short Line has never earned the 
- Intere#t on its bonds, and the guarantee: has | 
/ ost the Union Facifie $7,000,000, every dollar 
dot which should have been appropriated to 
' the payment of the debt due the Govern- 
ment. 
im addition to these extensive financial 
Operations, the directors of the Union Pacific 
‘voted most favorable terms toa dozen 
" eollateral. enterprises, including express 
- @ompanies, coal companies, bridge compa- 
mies and grain elevators, owned and man- 
dea by directors of the road. All of these 
_ eoncerns have made money, while the Union 
\ Pacific, thanks tothe operations of the loot- 
ers, ig now ia the hands of receivers. 
Atty.-Gen. Olney is a corporation 
Jawyer who has enjoyed a large practice, 
embr ta great deal of railroad business. 
He has bad clients in the Union Pacific 
‘directory and bas been familiar for years 
with all of the facts above recited. Yet, since 
do came into office more than a year ago, he 
bas not lifted a finger toset in motion the

APPRORIATIONS COMPARED 


The Expenditures of This Session of Con- 
gress Likely to Reach 8370,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, March 19.—The total of ap- 


‘propriations ofthe present session of Con- 
t gress will exceed by a few millions the ap- 


propriations ofthe first session of the last 
Congress. No official summary has been 
made by Chairman Sayers or the members of 
the Appropriation Committee, but a com- 
parison of the bills already passed or re- 


portediwith thosejof the first session of the 
last Congress shows the total of the bills as 
they leave the House willl be about $366,641,759. 
The Senate usually increases the bills ma- 
terially, last year securing increases reach- 
ing a total of $5,000,000, so that the aggregate 
for the present session is expected to touch 
$370, 000,000. 

Eight ofthe great appropriation bills have 
already been reported tothe House and three 
of them have been passed. The total of these 
in their present stage is $304,041,759. This is 
about $15,000,000 more than the same bills 
carried two years ago. The comparison is as

An Oklahoma Land Case. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19.—An import- 
ant case growing out of the soonerism' at 
the Oklahoma opening will be given a hear- 
ing by the Interior Department within a 


shorttime. The case is Thomas Burch vs. 
Anton Cana, involving the latter’s bome- 
stead entry, make April 25, 1889, on a section 
of land on which Oklahoma City is now lo- 
cated. Burch commenced a contest against 
the entry in May, 1889, alleging that Caha en- 
tered the then prohibited country prior to 
noon on April 22 of that year, in violation of 
the act of Congress and the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation opening the land 
to settlement.

What she lacked in 
reach, however, she made up in tongue, and 
she gave Cassie a severe combing down. 
Cassie, who had been looking tor a ght, 
gave as good as she got, and Officer Jim Fox, 
who was in the Police Court, went out and 
arrested both. 

On the way tothe holdover Lillie's tongue 
kept wagging at both ends. On the way down 
the iron stairs leading to the holdover the 
blonde, smarting under Lilie's taunts, 
became frantie, and breaking from the 
officer, struck Lillie twice in the face with 
her fist, and then was proceeding to intro- 
duce her fingers amid Lillie’s tresses, when 
the officer grabbed her and jerked her back.

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HE WAS OILING A DYSAMO WHER HE 
RECEIVED THE FATAL BOLT 


Some of His Fellow-Workmen Saw Him 
Fall, Raise Himself Up and Fall Again 
—Manager Parker Gays He Under- 
stands Finley Had Heart Disease 
ost- Mortem Made by Coroner Frank. 


Norman Finley, aged 20 years, unmarried 
and residing at No, 826 South Twenty-third 
street, who is employed at the plant 
of the Edison Illuminating. form- 
erly the Municipal Electric Light 
and Power Co., Nineteenth and Gratiot 
streets, was found unconscious at that piace 
at3:30 a. m., having received a shock by 
coming in contact with part of the frame 
of the dynamo, around which he was work- 
ing. Dr. A. W. Sharpe of No. 600 North Jeffer- 
son avenue was summoned and found the man 
in a very critical condition. He sent Finley 
to St. Luke’s Hospital, where the patient 
died In a short time, 

At The time of his death Finley was on auty 
as an oller. He went on the night shift on 
Sunday night for the frst time in several 
months, Supt. Parker stated that Finley 
had been employed about the works for two 
or three yearsin various positions, but al- 
waysabout the dynamos in the generating 
room. He was supposed to know where dan- 
ger existed and how to avoid it. 

ALONE WHEN SHOCKED. 

When he received the fatal shock he was 
alone in the extreme northwest corner of 
aroomon the second. floor of the power 
station. The persons nearest him were J. E. 
Chambers, John McKenna and Thos. Need- 


ham, who were at the westend of the same 
room, feet from Finley. They heard 
him yell, his voice ringing out with the 
intonation of aman in agony. Looking 
over the tops of a dozen dynamos that separ- 
ated them they saw his arms up as he 
straightened inan involuntary effort to re- 
cover from the shock. Then he tottered and 
fell into tue corner. He struggied upon his 
feet, but immediately fell back 
again, and this time he did not 
arise. All this happened before the 
men could obey the impulse to rup to their 
comrade's assistance. When they reached 
his side he was gasping and apparently un- 
conscious, and they, understanding that 
they could do nothing for him sent, for the 
company’s physician, Dr. Sharpe, who had 
him removed to St. Luke’s. 

Supt. Parker, when called upon for an ac- 
count of the affair, seemed desirous of creat- 
ing the impression that Finley had not been 
shocked to death. He had been told, he said, 
that there was not a mark upon the body 
that would indicate that the 
manhad had a shock,and he understood 
that Finley was a sufferer from heart disease. 
Moreover, a belt was found to 
have come off its pully in 
the immediate vicinity and he thought it pos 
sible that Finley bad been hit by it. He was 
asked whether in that event the body would 
not be likely to show bruises, and he said he 
supposed it would, 

Mr. Parker was asked whether the com- 
pany did not instruct its employes to use but 
one hand ata time in working about dyna- 
mos in motion and at first he denied that 
any such instruction existed, Afterward he 
admitted, on being referred to the card of 
printed instructions, that sucharule might 
have been made, but added that the men 
would not be likely to observe it strictly. 


THE POST-MORTEM. 
At lp. m. Dr. Charles H. Frank fin- 
ished the post-mortem on Finley’s body. 
He found a slight burn on 


the outside of the right arm, just below the 
elbow, and stated thatthe fatal shock was 
iu all provaolinny recetved at that point by a 
careless Drush against the dynamo, which 
Finley was olling at the time. There were no 
other bruises on the body and the heart and 
brain were both found in a normal condition. 
Dr. Frank said he should examine the biood 
for the immediate cause of death. He had 
notthe least doubt that death had been 
caused by the electric shock, 

Young Finley lived with his father, who is 
a driver at No. 14 ie, Ey at Four- 
teenth and Market. he latter made ar- 
rangements with Undertakers John T. Mur- 
rell & Son, 2637 Hickory street, 
to take charge of the body 
immediately after the inquest and 
they went to the Morgue to give notice to 
that effect. They found that, al- 
though the autopsy had not then 
been made, Eberle & Keyes, the City Under- 
takers, had already claimed the body and 
removed it to their establishment. 
Murrell went there and found tbat prepa- 
rations were being made to embalm it. He 
made his explanation with necessary em- 
phasis, andthe body was removedto the 
Morgue. No authority had been given for its 
removal from the Morgue in the first place, 
and it was supposed by Murrell that the fact 
that Finley had friends that could pay fora 
decent burialof the body had some weight 
with the city undertakers.

Some of His Fellow-Workmen Saw Him 
Tall. Raise Himself Up and Fall Again 
Hauser Parker Gays He Under- 
stands Finley {Head Heart Disease— 
Post’ Mortem Made by Coroner Frank. 


Norman Finley, aged 20 years, unmarried 
and residing at No, 626 south Twenty · third 
street, who is employed at the plant 
of the Edison liluminating, form- 
erly the Municipal Electric Light 
and Power Co., Nineteenth and Gratiot 
streets, was found unconscious at that place 
at 3:80 a. m., having received a shock by 
coming in contact with part of the frame 
of the dynamo, around which he was work- 
ing. Dr. A. W. Sharpe of No. 600 North Jeffer- 
son avenue was summoned and found the man 
in a very critical condition. He sent Finley 
to St. Luke’s Hospital, where the patient 
died In a short time, 

At the time of his death Finley was on auty 
as an oller. He went on the night shift on 
Sunday night for the frst time in several 
months. Supt. Parker stated that Finley 
had been employed about the works for two 
or three yearsin various positions, but al- 
waysabout the dynamos in the generating 
room. He was supposed to know where dan- 
ger existed and how to avoid it. 

ALONE WHEN SHOCKED. 

When he received the fatal shock he was 
alone in the extreme northwest corner of 
aroomon the second. floor of the power 
Station. The persons nearest him were J. E. 
Chambers, John McKenna and Thos. Need- 


dam, who were at the west end of the same 
room, 75 feet from Finley. They heard 
him yell, his voice ringing out with the 
intonation of aman in agony. Looking 
over the tops of a dozen dynamos that separ- 
ated them they saw his arms up as he 
straightened in an involuntary effort to re- 
cover from the shock. Then he tottered and 
fell into tue corner. He struggied upon his 
feet, but Immedlately tell back 
again, and this time he did not 
arise. All this happened before the 
men could obey the impulse to run to their 
comrade’s assistance. When they reached 
his side he was gasping and apparently un- 
conscious, and they, understanding that 
they could do nothing for him sent, for the 
company’s physician, Dr. Sharpe, who had 
him removed to st. Luke’s. 

Supt. Parker, when called upon for an ac- 
count of the affair, seemed desirous of creat- 
ing the impression that Finley had not been 
shocked to death. He had been told, he said, 
that there was not a mark upon the body 
that would indicate that the 
manhad had a shock,and he understood 
that Finley was a sufferer from heart disease. 
Moreover, a belt was found to 
have come off its pully in 
the immediate vicinity and he thought it pos 
sibie that Finley bad been hit by it. He was 
asked whether in that event the body would 
not be likely to show bruises, and he said he 
supposed it would, 

Mr. Parker was asked whether the com- 
pany did not instruct its employes to use but 
one hand ata time in working about dyna- 
mos in motion and at first he denled that 
any such instruction existed. Afterward he 
admitted, on being referred to the card of 
printed instructions, that sucharule might 
have been made, but added that the men 
would not be likely to observe it strictly. 


THE POST-MORTEM. 
At 1 p. m. Dr. Charles H. Frank fin- 
ished the post-mortem on Finley’s body. 
He found a slight burn on 


the outside of the right arm, just below the 
elbow, and stated thatthe fatal shock was 
iu all prova bounty recetved at that point by a 
careless Drush against the dynamo, which 
Finley was olling at the time. There were no 
other bruises on the body and the heart and 
brain were both found in a normal condition. 
Dr. Frank said he should examine the blood 
for the immediate cause of death. He had 
not the least doubt that death had been 
caused by the electric shock. 

Young Finley lived with his father, who is 
a driverat No. 14 8 at Four- 
teenth and Market. he latter made ar- 
rangements with Undertakers John T. Mur- 
rell & Son, 2637 Hickory street, 
to take charge of the body 
immedtately after the inquest and 
they went to the Morgue to give notice to 
that effect. They found that, al- 
though the autopsy had not then 
been made, Eberle & Keyes, the City Under- 
takers, had already claimed the body and 
removed it to thelr establishment. 
Murrell went there and found that prepa- 
rations were being madetoembDalm it. He 
made his explanation with necessary em- 
phasis, andthe body was removedto the 
Morgue. No authority had been given for its 
removal from the Morgue in the first place, 
and it was supposed by Murrell that the fact 
that Finley had friends that could pay fora 
decent burial of the body had some weight 
with the city undertakers.

The Republic’s Washington bureau is 
still arraigning Senators Vest and Cock- 
rell for not submissively supporting the 
President’s policy in order that cuckoo 
politicians of Missouri may get more 
offices.

A &tiffer Backbone Needed.

It is nearly six weeks ago that Senator 
Voorhees said truly that ‘‘prompt and speedy 
action on pending tariff legisiation is re- 
quired at this time by every patriotie and 
business consideration. And he added 
that, the whole subject being very familiar 
to the people, ft requires no further luci 
dation than will be incident to a full and free 
debate. What the country needs, he con- 
cluded, is action, action, action. 

The time that has elapsed since this de- 
claration was made is more than was occu- 
pied in debating and passing the Wilson bill in 
the House. And nobody complained that the 
discussion there was not both full and free 
enough, 

In the Senate instead of ‘‘action, action, 
action,’’ there has been delay, dalliance and 
dickering. The only Ught that has been 
thrown on the question has come from a 
dark lantern, The chief results have been 
the proposed reimposition of taxes on sugar, 
coal, iron and lead in the interest of a 
gigantic trust, a few mining companies and 
two or three ‘‘long-haul’’ railroads, 

This is a bad and beggarly showing for six 
weeks of delay, It would not have come if 
Chairman Voorhees’ resolution were equal 
to his good intentions. There are too many 
hinges in his back for a capable party leader. 
He bends too easily, His spinal column 
needs a stiffening-rod through it. If the bill 
had been reported at the time »first set the 
scandalous spectacle of secret log-rolling by 
a few Senators to retain McKinley bounties 
for favored constituents would have been 
avoided.

and we subsisted chiefly as vegetarians. 
Oxed u rdens on the river banks and 
lived off the produce. The Freeland colonists 
are quite welcome to these and they will find 
that tbeir husbandry must be confined to 
tnatsmalltract, It is ridiculous to con 
the sandy land outside Pallisade suitable. 

„1 sincerely trust these young colonists 
will de luccier than Mr. Chanler and myself 
were. We failed utterly in our means of 
transport, completely broke down. Again, 
Borati ia no base of operations for Mount 
Kenia. The Tana River is no longer naviga- 
ble, and its banks are densely wooded along 
the entire course. Then comes the water- 
less, uninhabited plain—a one day’s march 
across—lyin between the Tana and the 
slopes of enia. Even if the imaginary 

lateau of the Kenia did exist, the route isa 

d one for commerce. Then again, 
every square yard of this part of 
Northeast Africa is densely populated 
wherever the land is productive and 
watered. The Djamben! range is thirty miles 
long and possesses 20,000 inhabitants. The 
slopes of Mount Kenla have a large popula- 
tion, including the very warlike tribes of 
Katzoriand Kikuyu. If the Freeland colon- 
ists wish to settle on the base of Mount 
Kenia they must fight for the district they 
seize and live afterwards under stockades 
and on the lookout.’’ 

„And what will be the business feature of 
the colony?’’ the correspondent inquired, 

Count Teleki said with emphasis: It the 
British East Africa Co., after sinking 
more than £2,000,000, could do nothing with 
this district is it likely that a small colony’ 
could be settled there with any chance of 
success?’’

One is reasonably assured on 
taking up a story of Capt. King’s that before 
it is concluded the virtuous Lieutenant of the 
plot will make a daring ride through sur- 
rounding bordes of savages for the pur- 
pose of bringing help to all the other charac- 
ters of the story.
